THJJ NICARAGUA CANAL. 

Tho coUapso of tho Panama Canal 
Bchoino has boon the signal for the revival 
of the Nicaragua Canal project;' .Tho 
American projectors of the latter work 
aro up and doing. They liiivn been 
stremioualy endeavoring to cunvincu tho 
world that their scheme is feasible and 
that it will be eompanitivoly inexpuiisive, 
and thoy have apparently succeeded. The 
Nicaragua Canal, frotn ocean to ocean, 
will be 170 miles long. But it is nut all 
canal. On the route is Lake Nicaragua 
and tho Sun iluan river; for 50^ miles 
of tho 170 tho lake w ill be available and 
for 84^ the river. This is 141 niilos, 
leaving about ;50 mil«s uf canal [iropor. 
Tho cost of the undertaking is estimated 
at §50,000,000, and 816,000,000 has been 
allowed over thia for contingonciua. On 
the Panama Canal $400,000,000 has been 
already expended and tlie completion of 
the work appears to be almost aa far off as 
over. Therearoto be 6 locks on this canal. 
Tho route is through a fine healthy coun- 
try and the navigation fur by far the 
greater part of it will be alto- 
gether unimpeded. There is now no un- 
certainty about any part of tlio work. 
I'here have been two surveys, one in 1885 
and the other last year, when tho line of 
the canal and its vicinity was mapped out 
with engineering exactness and bear- 
ings carefully made along the whole dist- 
ance so that the nature of tho materials 
to be e.xcavated aro now clearly known in 
kind as well as quality. Thia gives cer- 
tainty to all tho calcuIatioUH. Work will 
in a few weeks be coiiimeiiced on the 
.■Vtlaiitic side. Hradstreets rejions that 
' 'oU'ers have been already received from 
bookers for the entire proposed issue of 
bunds on terms which cannot bo called 
high, if not su good aa is desired, and the 
pruspect could hardly bo better for the 
early beginning of work on the canal 
proper." 

'I'he prujectois aro sanguine as to the 
success of their undertaking. Thoy be- 
lieve that it will pay from the start. They 
calculate that from six to seven mil- 
lions of shipping are now waiting to use 
the canal and that the revenue will bo 
.■?S,Ol)0,()()0 a year. The cost of iiiaiiite- 
iiaia-e they calculate (o bo 81,000,000. 
There can lie no duuhl, that the canal 
which will enable ships to pass from the 
\ tlantio to the Pacific quickly and safely 
will be an immense boon to the com- 
merce of tho world. It will in fact create 
a commercial coalition the cunsei [ueiicea 
of which it is dilhcult to overestimate. 
Sucli a canal will yive iieu lifu to trade 
(HI this siile of the emit iiieiit, uiid tho ad- 
vantages which this province will reap 
from it wUl be neither few nor small. 
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\vho l)elie\ t: llial a I'l'in im 
to pass t bis class of laws." 

W'e gather fnnnl he articloiu the Ottawa 
Fm Piy.H^ and Mr. .1. D. Edgar's letter, 
that tho Globe has, in this matter of dis- 
allowance, acted independently, and that 
its opinions aa to the eunstitutioimlity uf 
the (..tiiebuc .Act aro not .shared by any of 
the leading ineiiilKMs of Ihe Liberal party.

Thoy do 
not approve of the action of the majority 
of the Senate in screening violators of the 
law from punishment, and thus becoming 
[inrticipaturs in their guilt. They dii>likc 
*euing Canada made an a.syluin for their 
evildoers, and they do mH want to harbor 
Canadian thieves and scoiuulrels generally 
in their cities and towns. Mr. N\'elduii's 
c.ttraditiou bill, therefore, has their cor- 
dial approbation. They aro glad to see 
tho Parliament of the Dominion prepared 
to do its duty, though their own Con- 
gross, from pulitical motives of the mean- 
est and must despicable kind, refuse to do 
what justice and the welfare of the Kuinib- 
lic demand. This is what the !St. I'aul 
/'lonetc- /'rej.s- says on this im[)ortaiit sub- 
ject : 

"Wchave become ao aeeiistoiiieil to extra 
liil ii'ii by 1 real ies that W e u.iiially think ilcnn 
be aeroinplisbed in no ot ber way. .•siu-h is nut, 
hu\ve^■er. Ihe caoe. 10x1 riolii ion i.s u^iiiiilly 
made the suli.jrel of I real y auroi.'ioent , in order 
that 1 hu riKhlH ami duties of the contracting 
parties may lie iiiado eiiual, and that neill 
may bo compelled to surrender oirendei-H w. _ 
would not be lield guilty of crime it tiie act of 
wliich tb»y are accused had been committed 
within its own territory, Thoro isuotlUuKiii 
law or in custom to prevent a nation from wnir- 
inpr its own riffhts In tho cnao if it chooses, and 
oli'erinif lo rid iUself of unile.sinilile iiiiiiii- 
1,'i-aiitsby yiehlinir them to .lu.slicee:. deinanil. 
L'lmada is rightly weary of tho reiiroacb 
wliicb alio ciidureH aa Iho domicile of overj- 
ij'raiid thief who linils the L'niled .Stales loo hot 
for him.

The article concludes with tho follow- 
ing significant gcntoiices: 

'■( 'aimda conid do no belter aurvice, io eltlici 
herself or iia, and lier disposition to abolish an 
inlornalional disKroco ought to Shame this 
country into an immediate and ofToativo eztra- 
I radition agreement With tireat Britain."
